JUJ SH/3 expressed a desire 

for this information as part of his study of the ZH case, since transferred 

to C/SH/9-CT J stated that he could acquire the infoimation by 

writing to his contact in CopenMgen^ Imants KEITMAJ^IS. As Chairman of the 
Cammittee for a Free La tvia he can devise a plausible reason to acquire the 
information. This information iias since been received for \ ZZi 

5- K/2 informed the undersi©ied that the Reverend Didi'ikis GRAUDS, a 

Latvian Evangelical Lutheran minister, fraa Hempstead, L.I., New York accompanied 
by Arvids I\IAVS0NS, a reporter for lADCS, visited for an hour in New York with 
the Reverend Arvids Davidovich KAULEI ^ ^ Soviet Latvian Lutheran 

pastor accompanying a Soviet church delegation to the USA in hla.rch 1963* KAULIN 
made a favorable impression on both KLAVoQNS and GRAUDS. iCAULIN allegedly 
stated that the Reverend Peteris KIUPERIS of the Soviet Latvian Evangelical 
Lutheran Church might possibly visit i<bntreal, Canada in Jul^*’ I963. (Comment; 

This possible visit is in connection irlth an International Conference for Faith 
and Order to be held under the auspices of the V/orld Council of Churches o/a 
12 July.) The most likely Soviet Latvian Lutheran pastors to attend the 
Lutheran World Federation, IV Assembly in Helsinlti, 30 July - 11 August I963 
are Archbishop Gustavs TURSS d and the Reverend Albert FKSIJS. (See 

ZARINS* debriefing in Ibere are DODS/latvian card traces on 

GRAUDS and KIAVSONS but not derogatory. 

6. The undersigned suggested to K/2 that he telephone or visit Heinrich 
BAGATAIS ’TTn who has recently returned from Australia. EAGATAIS is a 

former chairman of the Daugavas Vaaagi (Latvian Veterans) . cliapter in New York 
City, k /2 as the current chairman lias a plausible reason to talk to BAGATAIS 
and to inquire about old cotnrades-in-anns and friends in Australia, k/2 has 
been advised to treat BAGATAIS circumspectly because of suspicions regarding 
his possible RIS associations. A report ^/ill be rendered by k/ 2 on his contact 
v.lth BAGATAIS. (Comment: In a recent Soviet publication attacking the world 

v/ide .leadership and many members of DAVGAVAS VANAGI no reference is made to 
BAGATAIS . )
